KILLED AT TORPEDO STATION 


There was another serious accident 


at the Torpedo Station on Monday, in 
which two men, Thomas J. Reed and 
Frederick W. Lawton, were killed, Ed- 
ward J. Curran severely injured, and 
a large group of men narrowly es- 
caped a sitr-ilar fate. Reed died with- 
in a few minutes, while Lawton was 
transferred to the Hospital in a crit- 
ical condition and died the next after- 
noon. Curran's injuries are not con- 
sidered dangerous, although they will 
incapacitate him for come time. 


Frederick W. Lawton, the second 


victim of the accident, was 'a well 
known Newporter, being the younger 
Bon of the late William S. Lawton, 
who established the Seaside Market 
on Thames street. After his father's 
death he carried on the business for 
a time, but sold out to his brother, the 
late George C. Lawton. 
He after- 


ward engaged in the fruit business 
for himself, and had also been em- 
ployed in various establishments in 
Newport, having been with the New- 
port-Ice Company at one time. He 
had been employed at the Torpedo 
Station for some months, but has 
been on a, short vacation and had re- 
turned to the Station on the mornig 
of the day on which He was killed. 
He ^is survived by a wife and child. 
He was a member of St. John's Lodge, 
No. 1, F. & A. M., and of Aquidneck 
Chapter, No 7, Order of the Eastern 
Star. 


Thomas J. Reed, the other victim, 


was nlsn well known in Newport, liv- 
ing with his family at 15 Extension 
street 
A brother, George Reed, was 


working on the same job, but man- 
aged to escape. 
Edward J. Curran 


lives with his mother at 597 Thames 
street. 


The -nature of the accident was 


purfly mechanical anil had no rela- 
tinn to the manufacture of storage of 
explosives. 
A firm of private con- 


tractors had teen engaged for some 
time in setting up a set of heavy 
metal racks in the storehouse at the 
Station, and a large force of men 
were working around and under them. 
The work of attaching the supports 
had-not been completed, and it is said 
that the heavy structure, weighing 
several tons, was secured only by 
loose bolls. At any rate, one of the 
racks slipped loose and in its fall 
carried down _the others, bringing the 
whole mass to the floor with irresis- 
tible force. 
One of the men .working 


in the gang saw the impending dis- 
aster just as the fall started and with 
a try of warning he leaped to a place 
of safety. Those of his companions 
who were quick enough saved them- 
selves, but Reed, Currnn and Lawton 
were caught beneath tlie tremendous 
weight. Reud was badly crushed, snd 
died within avfew minutes, recogniz- 
ing 
his 
brother 
just 
before 
he 


breathed his last. The great task of 
lifting the heavy mass enough to ex- 
tricate those who were caught was 
accomplished by a large gang of men 
in a short time, and as quickly as pos- 
sible Lawton and Curran were hur- 
ried to the Hospital. 
It was at first 


thought that Lawton might recover, 
but his internal injuries proved fatal 
and he died on Tuesday afternoon. 


The men who were working in the 


room at the time of the accident, 
were greatly affected by the injuries 
to their companions as1 well as by the 
very considerable quantity o£ blood 
which flowed. Nevertheless most of 
them responded quickly when the ne- 
cessity for help arose, some 200 men 
being required to raise the mass of 
wreckage before Reed could be ex- 
tricated.

JUDGE BAKER RETIRES 


The resignation of Justice Darius 


Baker of this city as an associate jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the 
State was presented to the General 
Assembly at its session on Tuesday 
by Representative Frederick B. Cog- 
gcshall of Newport. The resignation 
has been expected for some time, as 
Judge Baker has been for years en- 
titled to retire on full pay, in ac- 
cordance with law, and he recently 
went through a serious illness which 
kept him confined in the Hospital for 
several months. 
He will make his 


home in Newport and has already hnd 
Im valuable law library transferred 
to >iis home city. 


The State and city have long en- 


joyed the service of the judicial mind 
of Judge Baker. He was first elected 
probate judge of the city of Newport 
in 1877, a position that he ably filled 
for more than twenty years. In 1879 
he was also made trial justice for- 
Newport County. 
Serving in this 


capacity until 1886, when the district 
court system was established and he 
waj elected judge of the first judicial 
district which covers Newport Coun- 
ty. 
In 1905 he was elected on as- 


sociate justice of the Superior Court, 
and in 1913 was promoted to the Su- 
preme Court, giving him a continu- 
ous service ns judge from 1877 to 
the present time. 


The vacancy created 
by Judge 


Baker's resignation will cause consid- 
erable interest in the Genera! Assem- 
bly, .which has the duty of electing his 
successor. 
It is generally believed 


that a Superior Court judge will be 
promoted to the Supreme Court, the 
names of Justices Barrows, Sweeney, 
Brown 
and 
Rathbun having been 


prominently mentioned in connection 
wi!h the place, while others are in a 
rei-3ptivi> mood.. If this course is fol- 
lowed, there will be a vacancy on the 
Superior Court to be filled, and for 
this place there will be an even great- 
er number* of candidates. 
Newport 


hopes to see Judge Hugh B. Baker 
promoted from the District Court to 
the Superior Court, but it is realized 
thnt there will be many aspirants for 
tha place from the northern part of 
the State. Judge Baker is well fitted 
by a training and judicial tempera- 
ment to follow in his father's foot- 
steps, and. his "election would be ex- 
tremely pleasing to practically the 
entire city. 


The problem of filling these vacan- 


cies will probably engross the atten- 
tion of the General Assembly to the 
exclusion of other matters until the 
elections are over.

The present 
salary of the Treasurer is $250.00 and 
that of the Collector $200.00. 


It was further voted to increase 


the salary of the Clerk to the Public

Fillmore Coggeshall, Collector of 


Taxes, reported that $27,325.00 of tho 
town tax assessed in June, 1918, had 
been collected. A balance of $1,602.60 
remained unpaid. There was no re- 
port concerning the unpaid taxes of 
1D14, 
1915; 1916 and 1917. These 


amount to be about $2,000, according 
to report made to the Town Council 
in November, 1918.

The conditions for hay production, 


which In Hie main are favorable, are 
not uniform, since a great variety of 
soils Is found. These vary from the 
stiffest clay to the open, sandy type's. 
A characteristic of all the soils of.' this 
region Is that they are likely to be 
quite acid. It Is well known'that the 
growth of all grasses and especially of 
(he clovers is most satisfactory where 
tho soil Is neutral or alkaline. 
The 


only practical way to sweeten the soil 
Is to apply lime In some form. It la a 
common practice in New England to 
follow com with grass. Splendid re- 
sults have been secured by sowing. t|i« 
grass seed In the corn at.the last cut- 
tlratlon, usually from the 20th of July 
to the 5th of August, In the latitude of 
Massachusetts. Since the clover should 
have a sweet or neutral soil, the lime 
•hould be applied to the corn crop Just 
prerloui to planting. 
After plowing, 


the land may be harrowed once and 
the lliue applied. The remain Ing .work- 
ings of the soli will thoroughly mix the 
lime with the soil, which is highly de- 
sirable in order to obtain the beit r»- 
lults. In case the grass and clover are 
«eeded In oats the land should be limed 
this spring Just before flic oats are 
seeded. Care should be taken to apply 
enough lime to counteract the acidity 
present In the soil. Usually not less 
thnn one ton of lump or hydrated lime 
ihould be used per acre. 
Grass In- 


cluding clover, which was seeded last 
fall, but without lime, will be benefited 
by a moderate application late this 
winter or early spring, before the grass 
begins to grow. Old meadows which, 
bav» been cut for several'years will 
often respond to a topdresslng of lime 
In the early spring. If a Is desired to 
renew the staud In portions of the field 
whert the clover has disappeared the 
lira* may be applied flrit and the clo- 
ver ind grass thin seeded. To Insure 
covering of the grass seed and the dti- 
trlbutlon of the lime the land ghould 
b« borrowed. In practice it Is not d*- 
ilrabl* to sow. the ie«d immediately 
after the lime, but i few d»y'« later" 
, That lime Is a great aid In hay pro- 
duction has. been shown by Dr. Whee- 
ler, formerly director of the Hhod« I*. 
land Erperlment Station. 
He found 


that proper liming Increased the yield 
of hay ,12p per cent. Many other ex-' 
perlmonis in New England anil New 
Tork.show that lime will often double 
th» yield of bay. 
•%. 


Reno'valjng Old Ptjturet, 


The growing of grass for pasture is 


also an Important part of the farming 
operations in this section. 
Much of 


the pasture land Is too rough or stony 
to put In cultivation or rotation; hence 
it Is desirable to keep the land In grass 
as long as possible. Some of the most 
valuable pasture plants will run out 
and must be reseeded from time to 
time. To make the reseeding success- 
ful the soil will need In most cases a 
topdresslng of lime and occasionally a 
light dressing of manure. An appllca- 
tion of 1,500 or 2,000 pounds of lime 
per acre may be made In the late win- 
ter or early spring. 
The thin spots 


may be seeded to clover in the early 
spring and scratched in with a spike 
tooth or a. brush harrow if the surface 
Is not too rough or stony. 
If this is 


followed by a thin dressing of manure 
on the reseeiled portions a good stand 
will be secured. Land which produces 
a good stand of Kentucky blue grass 
and white clover will seldom need re- 
seeding, and the presence of these 
plants generally Indicates that the soil 
has been well fertilized and limed. On 
the other hand, the presence of moss 
Indicates an unfavorable condition for 
clover, which can be corrected In « 
Urge meaanre by the tue of lime 


A,little patience In the application 


of lime and manure and an occasional 
reseeding of the thin spots of the pas- 
tures will result In a marked Improve- 
ment of the stand and quality of grass, 
Many, believe that the cattle lttv« 
enough manure On the land to fertilize 
the grass, but close observation will 
•how that tho manure Is not distrib- 
uted evenly. Here Is where the harrow 
Is an aid !n spreading the manure more 
thoroughly. 
This may be done after 


the lime ha* lieen spread over the pas- 
ture.

One of the most curious of discus- 


sions has been started by Prof. Uoy L. 
Moodie, a scientist of high reputation, 
who has made u special study of the 
beginning of disease. 
Once upon a 


tiiiio, he says, (here wns no such thing 
as disease In cither animals or plants. 
liut It was a very long while ago. His 
inquiries led him to Hie conclusion 
that diseases began In the coal-form- 
ing period, when the vast deposits of 
our fossil fuel were laid down In peaty 
bogs from the luxuriant vegetation of 
regions 
then 
tropical— in 
Pennsyl- 


vania. along the southern Alleghenlcs 
anil elsewhere. 


In those very ancient times, ever so 


many millions of yours ago, the earth 
was covered with water far more ex- 
tensively than at present, and on the 
Itoltom prow Holds of "sen lilies"— Just 
as they do today In nmrlne shallows. 
They are oddly imitative uf plants, 
llioiiKh really animals, ami fossil re- 
mains of them found In coal show en- 
largements of the stems plainly due to 
attack by parasite worms. During the 
coal period there seems to have been 
nn extensive development of those 
forms of microscopic vegetation that 
we call fungi and bacteria. Nearly all 
plant diseases are due to attack by 
parasitic fungi. Host diseases of men 
and animals are attributable. to bac- 
teria of one species or another that 
huve acquired the habit of parasitism. 
Minute bacteria and fungi—traces of 
their colonies, that Is to say— have 
been found In the fossil droppings "of 
extinct species of fishes, embalmed, aa 
one uilght say, In our. coal deposits. Jn 
plant structures of corresponding an- 
.tlqulty are .discovered natural • "cul- 
•tures" of bacteria, slllclUed. 


The fossil teeth of long-extinct jrpe- 


cies of fishes have been found affected. 
by "dental carles"— Irregular decayed 
.spots. Are we to, suppose that those 


finny, creatures of early days suffered 
from 
toothache? Twenty or 
thirty 


millions of years ago arrived the age 
of reptiles, which developed the giant 
lizards, that,' were the largest animals 
ever known In the'world, If some mod- 
ern whales be excepted. Some of their 
bones (preserved In the rocka) show 
deformities obviously due > to disease.- 
Certain of these deformities suggest 
chronic Inflammation of the joints; 
others, tuberculosis. After the age'qf 
reptiles came the early mammals. They 
and their descendants (Including our- 
selves) have certainly had a due al- 
lowance of disease ever since. 
But

accepted) there was no snch thing as 
.disease in the world up to the (Irae 
when the'coal beds -were laid down. —

ROBERT JOHNSTON 


In the grounds of the Redwood Li 


brary, quite near to the fence, so 
near to it that it? branches spre'ad 
half across Dellevue avenue, there is 
a superb specimen of the fern-leaf 
beech, which in summer attracts tho 
attention of everyone who passes that 
frequented spot. The tree has a his- 
tory of its own, for it was planted by 
Robert Johnston. 


Robert Johnston was born at Mur- 


ray Hill in the Parish of St. Ann's, 
Jamaica, December 1C, 1783, and came 
of a long line of Scotch ancestors 
He was schooled in Scotland, gradu- 
ated with honors at the College in 
Aberdeen and then travelled on the 
continent. He was at Moscow immo- 
. diately after the burning of that city 
to check Napoleon, and subsequent!; 
made a pedestrian tour through thi 
greater part of Denmark and som< 
portions of Norway, everywhere gath 
cring information. That he was i 
man of taste is shown by the fnc 
that near an old monastery in thi 
immediate neighborhood1 of Dumfrie: 


. there is a handsome monument,erect 


ed to the Duke of Wellington'and t' 
commemorate the Battle of Waterloo 
'designed by Mr. Johnston, who alsc 
wrote the inscription,'soon after leav 
ing college. In 1818 he married Mis 
Catharine Cole Taylor, a young lad 
of uncommon worth, born in Jamaica 
schooled in Newport, and sent out t 
Scotland to complete her education 
He then went to Jamaica, where h 
was made a member of thce Privy 
Council. 
On 1822, children having 


teen born to him, he removed to Eng- 
land, intending to educate them there, 
but the climate not agreeing with 
Mrs. Johnston they went to Scotland. 
'While residing in England, Mr. John- 
ston originated and perfected a plan 
for a railway from London to South- 
ampton, but before he could bring it 
properly before the public the threat- 
ened emancipation in Jamaica made it 
necessary for him to sail at once for 
the West Indies. During his absence 
other parties availed themselves of 
his labors and reaped the reward. Tha 
emancipation 
that 
soon 
followed 


greatly impaired his property and 
in compliance -with the wishes of his 
wife he came to America and settled 
in Newport, a spot made dear to Mrs, 
Johnston by many early associations. 
Here he purchased an estate of fifty 


'. acres, near the beach, which now em- 


braces the estates of Messrs. Peter- 
ion, Charter, vWoodworth and others. 
The. old house, now a part of the 
Chanler estate, (Tolethorpe School), 
and which formerly stood where Mr. 
Peterson's house now stands, was the 
headquarters of Lord Percy when in 
command of the British troops on 
this island. 
It was surrounded by 


noble trees, but in the general re- 
struction of trees, to furnish fuel for 
the troops, Lord Percy would not 
allow a limb to be cut on the place. 
When the property came into the 
hands of Mr. Johnston, there were 
seventy of the old buttonwood, or 
sycamores, still standing, all of which 
have since died. This property Mr. 
Johnston at once began to improve, 
but before he could settle his affairs 
in the West Indies' he had to make 
several voyages to Jamaica. 


The interest that Mr. Johnston took 


in Newport centered in the .Redwood 
Library. At his suggestion the di- 
rectors, in 1833, elected the Duke of 
Northumberland, Lord Lyndhurst, A. 
Agar Ellis, T. C. Copper, Baron Hol- 
tinger and Dr. Edwards of Paris, and 
T. Bland, honorary members. From 
these gentlemen he expected great 
benefactions to the Library. Tho 
father of the Duke, Lord Percy, had 
protected the Library in the Revolu- 
tion, when the British troops were 
despoiling it. • Ellis was Librarian to 
the British Museum; Cooper Secreta- 
ry to the Commissioners of the Publir 
Records of England; Holtiriger, thi 
Paris banker, had married a descend 
ant of Abraham Redwood, and Ed 
wards was a member of the Institute 
of Paris. From these gentlemen John 


r 
ston expected substantial benefits tc 
the Library, and he was not mistaken 
In this way he secured a gift o 
eighty-four volumes of the Publi 
Records of England, and fifty vo! 
umes of old and scarce works, th 
whole being valued at not less tha 


i' fifteen hundred dollars. 


- 
••'<••' At this time a fresh impetus was 
' 
given to the Library through the 
exertion and influence of Mr. John- 
ston, who became not only an active 
member of the corporation, but also 
of the Board of Directors. 
In re- 


sponse to the above appeal a number 
of other volumes, were added to the 
collection, the gift of different per- 
sons. 
Of one of the gifts, a folio 


copy of the "Bishop's Bible," a notice 
appeared in the "Mercury" of Octo- 
ber 26, 1833, probably written by Mr. 
Johnston, or his friend, Mr. Walker, 
in which it is stated that it was pre- 
sented by a gentleman of Newoort, 
who met with it in New York, in a 
manner as singular as unexpected. 
The donor's name was withheld, and 
there is no reference to it iii the 
records of the Library, but I think it 
more than probable the gentleman 
was Mr. Johnston himself. A few 
days later there appeared in the "Mer- 
cury" a copy of an original paper, 
Judge Scott, a relative of Sir Walter 
Scott, and at one time a resident of 
Newport, giving an account of the 
origin and formation of the Library,' 
with the names of the original sub- 
scribers. To further aid the Library, 
Mr. Walker, at the suggestion of .Mr. 
Johnston, began the work of prepar- 
ing a course of lectures to be delivered 
in the principal cities of the United 
States for the benefit of the institu- 
tion; and it was hoped tliat by this 
and other measures which wore con- 
templated, the Library building might 
be materially enlarged. In anticipa- 
tion of such results Mr. Johnston 
opened a correspondence with W. S. 


oycvs of Boston, tho fi.rehUpct of 
ic Tremont House. 
Nor did his 


itercst in the Library end here. At 
i.<! request of the Board of Directors, 
ssistcd by Mr. Walker, he commenced 
13 work of preparing a new cata- 
OKUO, with a history of the Library, 
o far as known; but he must have 
ad, as others have had, much difll- 
ulty in gathering material for his 
iatory, for its old records are singu- 
arly deficient anc^ are meagre and 
aid to the last degree. 
The past 


ould not be recalled, nor could omis- 
ions bo supplied; 
but it was some- 


hing to take a new departure, and 
he interest of later days in th's li- 
>rary is unquestionably but the ex- 
>ansion of thoughts nnd ideas devel- 
oped by Mr. Johnston eighty years 
ago. The names of King and Walker 
and Tours, as well as those of Red- 
wood and Collins, are not forgotten 
when we speak of the Library; let us 
ilso remember Mr. Johnston, who in 
lis day and generation did so much to 
jromotc its interests. 


But there were other ways in which 


Mr. Johnston sought to benefit New- 
port. He opened Bath Road and he 
save many farmers valuable instruc- 
tion in deep plowing and tile drain- 
ing. 
In 1837 he had some of the 


sketches ready for a book to be called 
"Picturesque Illustrations of Rhode 
Island and the town of Newport." 


The sketches made by Lieutenant 


Harwood, U. S. N., were the same 
year sent to England, where the en- 
graver stated that his charge for en- 
graving the landscapes in the style 
of Dr. Beattie's "Caledonia illus- 
trated," 
would be thirty guineas 


apiece, for each steel plate, twelve 
shillings, and the lettering five shill- 
ings. The portraits, in "relievo," 
would average twenty guineas each, 
exclusive of the plates and the letter- 
ing. It is greatly to be regretted that 
this work was never completed. 


In IS38, Mr. Johnston went to Ja- 


maica, intending to manage a large 
plantation that had fallen wholly' 
into his possession through the death 
of his brother; and, with high aims 
for the physical and moral improve- 
ment of the negroes, he projected n 
free church, schools, etc. On his re- 
turn to Newport he made arrange- 
ments to take his family to Jamaica 
and soon sailed with them; but on 
the outward voyage, his second daugh- 
ter, a lovely girl of fifteen, died when 
within three days of land. Mr. John- 
ston's own. health had been greatly 
impaired, and ten days after her 
death he followed her to the grave, 
dying quite as much of grief as of the 
disease that .had undermined his con- 
stitution.
